SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video advertising material A Gold Medal Presentation is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The video advertising material is a double-sided sheet presenting advertisements for a 
range of video recordings. The advertisements consist of 47 photographic images 
and text which depict and describe fetishistic sexual activity including urination, 
spanking, caning, the use of enemas, transsexual sex, and bondage and discipline. 
There is extensive nudity in the images. 

There are numerous photographs and text of spanking and caning activity which 
present the females being caned or spanked as young persons. Some of the girls 
have young appearances and are dressed in school uniforms. Text also suggests that 
some of the females depicted are school pupils or young teenage girls. The sexual 
characteristics of young persons are promoted to an adult audience and the viewer is 
encouraged to be sexually aroused by young persons and by representations of young 
persons being caned or spanked. 

There are also photographs and text featuring women being restrained against their 
will and being subjected to sexual activity and to acts of torture and extreme cruelty. 
The pain, suffering, fear, lack of consent and lack of control of the women is focused 
upon and sexualised. By presenting these depictions in such a manner, the 
publication reinforces that using violence or coercion to compel women to submit to 
sexual activity, and subjecting women to acts of torture and extreme cruelty, are 
sexually arousing activities that are acceptable and legitimate. 

There is also one photograph of a woman urinating in the course of sexual activity and 
text referring to such activity. 

The publication therefore promotes and supports the following activities listed under 
s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act): 

• the use of violence and coercion to compel women to participate in, or submit, to 
sexual conduct; and 

• acts of torture and the infliction of extreme cruelty. 

It also tends to promote and support the following activities listed under s3(2) of the 
FVPC Act: 

• the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes; and 

• the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. 

Because s3(2) is a deeming provision, it is inconsistent with the rights and freedoms 
contained in si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 and overrides that section. 
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
